2. Claims 1-10,1 2-1 5, 1 7-32 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1 -1 0, 
12-15, 17-32 are allowed because the closest prior art 2003/0104819 to Kanauerhase, 
2003/0055983 to Callegari, and 6,898,516 to Pechatnikov, either alone or in 
combination, fail to anticipate or render obvious the telecommunications method, 
system, and server comprising wherein a first timer for providing a timer tick for 
confirming functionality of the network clients and a second timer for providing one or 
more hysteresis indications to prevent speed and boundary toggling as defined in the 
specification, in combination with all other limitations in the claim(s) as defined by 
applicant.
